But Sewer, Water Lines Hang Fire 




The new home of St. Ste- 
phen's Lutheran , Church, lo- 
cated atop a hill overlooking 
Antioch, will- probably be 
completed in October. But a 
legal delay involving the pos- 
sible- installation of sewer 
and water lines, may hold up 
dedication and use of the 
new building. 

, Whether or not sewer and 
water~llnes~wiirbe~nslta^[ed 
by tiiCj village depends on 
the outcome of a court hear- 
ing on a special assessment 
on property, owners who 
would he serviced by the 
lines. . 

One property' owner ob- 
jected to the assessment, and 
the court granted a thirty- 



day extension before render- 
ing its final verdict. So the 
village board, and the church, 
must wait for the court's 
verdict before taking any 
action. • " 

This leaves St. Stephen's 
Church in the position, of not 
knowing whether they will, 
finally, be serviced by sewer 
and. water lines from the vil- 
lage, or will lusve" to install 
their' own well and septi£ 
tank system. Should Mtie 
special assessment be turned 
down by the court, installa- 
tion of sewer and water lines 
would be too costly for the 
village and church to under- 
take. . 

The new church building is 



a semi-contemporary design 
The interior is of wood and 
brick; It includes the nave 
of the church, which will seat 
about 160 persons; three 
class-rooms, including one 
large one which can be brok- 
en up into smaller units with 
the use of temporary divid- 
ers; an administrative office 
with a nursery. 

The- congregation was or- 
ganized-in-Antioch-in-May-of 
1965, and has held services at 
Antioch High School. The 
congregation now numbers 
about 150 adults . and 100 
children, according to Pastor 
Wilton Anderson. 

Architects of the hew 
church building' are Bonesz 
& Maass of Benscnville.

Project Viet Nam, . . have 
found that their list remains 
at about fifty men from this 
area. Some return, one has 
died in Vict Nam, but others 
go to take their places. 

Many parents and friends 
of Antioch area men serving 
in - Viet Nam have brought 
pictures of them into the 
post- office and they arc 
mounted on a. bulletin board 
-there. A veteran now work- 
ing at the post office and his 
mother, Dan Yates and Mrs. 
Earl Yates, drew a large map 



of Viet Nam on styrofoam 
and that is mounted on the 
post office wall. Towns are 
lettered in, and pins indicate 
where many of the Antioch 
men are now based. 

Project Viet Nam was con- 
ceived to assure our home- 
town servicemen of the ac- 
llvc~supporl - of'their"friends— 
and neighbors. As an ex-. 
pression of that support, 
packages of items they had 
most often requested .are 
sent to the servicemen regu-

Your Congressman 
Reports.....

It required an Act .of Con- 
gress to settle the recent rail- 
road strike of six non-operat- 
ing • railroad shop, unions. 
Tins action, came ' only after 
more than 100,000- railroad 
employees had walked "off 
the job and the nation faced 
a virtually complete, tie-up 
of the economy. The latest 
congressional action followed 
earlier steps which had avert- 
ed the crippling strike since 
May 7ri966. ; , ,__.. •., 

While- the railroad labor 
dispute appears to have been 
allayed for at least another, 
year, there is jio assurance 
that some other disastrous la-, 
bor strike or lockout may-riot 
disrupt the economy and 
throw the nation into a new 
crisis. 

The principal issue involved 
in the - recent congressional 
action was that of compulsory 
arbitration. Indeed, the spe- 
cial, measure enacted by the 
Congress requires . that if 
management and. labor do 
not reach a voluntary agree- 
ment by October 1G, 1967. the 
parties must accept the de- 
termination" made by the' ar- 
bitration board.- While this 
one-shot' settlement of a sin- 
gle nationwide labor dispute 
includes the objectionable 
feature of compulsory arbi- 
tration, one may ask what is 
Iher'loqg'range-solulion-to-all 
strikes and threats of strikes 
which affect the entire na- 
tional economy and public 
welfare, • 

Recently, Samuel I. Rosen-' 
man', former. New York Su- 
preme Court Justice and one- 
time adviser to Presidents 
Truman arid Kennedy,' pro- 
posed the establishment of 
labor courts!

where labor disputes 1 "- affect- 
ing interstate commerce or, 
threatening the national 
health or safety, as well as es- 
sential municipal services, 
might be litigated. Iri other 
words,, labor, disputes of- this 
character would be handled 
in a manner similar to that 
of individual or corporate dis- 
putes which can be resolved 
only by means of a court pro- 
ceeding. 

LaTpor courts would (1) en- 
able the settlement of juris- 
dictional disputes in which 
management and the public 
are invariably the innocent 
third party victims; (2) enable, 
individuals and groups with 
rgrievances-to-have-n-judicial 
determination of their* rights; 
and (3) resolve serious ques- 
tions of labor contracts as 
well.as the renewing or re- 
opening of labor contract ne- 
gotiations where the parties 
are unable to reach volun- 
tary agreements — and where 
the broad riational interest 
is involved. 

Some representatives of 
labor and management may 
complain that such a system 
would involve compulsion. 
However, it is well to recall 
that all constitutional rights 
are subject to limitations 
when these rights affect 
third parties. In such in- 
stances, courts are invaria- 
mly called upon to help re- 
solve Unconstitutional ques- 
tions. 

It would appear to be thor- 
oughly consistent with our 
system that a party, includ- 
ing a labor union which feels 
aggrieved, may present the 
cause to a duly established 
tribunal — as in the case" of 
other individual or group 
claims. In such a tribunal 
(lab or c ourt) th e evidence on 
both sides could"be presented 
and the dispute determined 
by -judicial . decision. The 
role of a Labor Court" of Ap- 
peals Would enable either 
side to have a review of the 
decision so that .theV lower 
court order might be affirm- 
ed, modified, or reversed. 77 ^ 
It is expected . that such 
labor"courts "would be served 
by_ judges specially .trained 
and qualified to handle prob- 
lems involving management 
and labor in the same way as 
the Tax Court and- the Court 
of Patent Appeals are served 
by' specialists in their respec- 
tive disciplines.

Over 23 million social se- 
curity beneficiaries who nor- 
mally. - find their _ monthly 
checks .in their post box on* 
Ihe 3rd of every month will 
no longer have to wait until 
the next day. when the third 
falls on a holiday or Sunday. 
. Commissioner of Social Se- 
curity Bobert M. Ball has an- 
nounced that starling with 
the Upcoming Labor Day 
weekend social security 
checks will be dated in ad- 
vance and delivered to the 
post office early when the 
3rd falls <m a Sunday as it 
does in September of this 
year,- or on a holiday. 

"Most beneficiaries," he 
said, "will receive their so- 
cial security benefit pay- 
ments for the month of Au- 
gust by '. Saturday, Septem- 
ber 2, rather than Tuesday, 
September 5, as they would 
have under the old proce- 
dure." 

Social security checks arc 
issued on the 3rd of the 
month under an arrangement 
lo stagger the issuance of 
monthly checks front various 
Federal agencies, so that 
post offices, the Treasury, 
and hanks will not he over- 
burdened at any one time of 
the month.
